wages, beſi5es the large allowance of victuais, which they haue in his 
Maieſties Shippes and ſernice, and their daply hopes of other pzofits 
and aduantages and their lafety from being teken Puſoners, WHhith in Merchants Sbippes in 
chele tunes of Hoſtilitie, they are dayly ſubiect vnto: Hruertheleſſt his Mate mit doth bude that mas 
ny okthe Mariners pꝛelled fo2 his leruite, and hamng reteiued pꝛelle guad conduct toncy, Doe daplp 
£8107 abap, and ablent themſelues from hisſerutce whereby his Slngges are vukarmſhed, and his 
lecuſce dilappointed, to his Meſties diſhonour, and the diſhondur aunddanger of the Stake, intheſe 
times of peril, when the foꝛreigne enempts readppieparedtomuade z mteſt his Marefites Realines 
and Dommons. His Maieſtie therekoze in his Puntclo wiledome and pꝛouiden ce, fezcleeing the ex⸗ 
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treame peril which may enſae, by the wilfull aud bale neglect of people of this qualitte, Hath 


thought fit, by the adulte of his Counſell of warre, to adinonith al! perkons whom it may concerne, 
That they be taretuil at their vitermoſt perns, that they offcnd not in any ſuch loꝛt oꝛ kinde Hereaf- 
ter; And doth hereby ſtraitly charge and command all perſons, who ſhall hereafter bee pꝛeſſed foꝛ hig 
ſeruice,as Mariners, oꝛ otherwilem auyokhis Shivpes oꝛother veſſels and ſhallreccine pꝛeſſe mony 
to that purpole. that they duely repafre and tome to the places, and at the tunes appointed vnto them, 
and there continue in the leruice vuto which they arc leuerallp and reſpecttuely aſſigned, vpon paine 
of death, aud all other ſuch paines, penalties, and foꝛfeitares, as by the Law can be tuflitted oꝛ unpo⸗ 
led vpon them. And his Maieſtie doth hereby ſtraitly charge and command all bus J udges, Julti⸗ 
tes, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffes, and all other his officers and Miniſters of Juſtice wizatſocuer in their leue⸗ 
rall places, aud all Captames, Maiſters, and other officers of, 02in any of his Shippes, oz other 
Shippes oꝛ veſſels in his Maieſties pape, That they carefullp and diligently obſcrue andexecute 
his Maleſties Lawes and royall pleaſure hercby ſigmfied and declared, vpon paine ot his Mateſties 
high dilpleaſure, and ſuch other puniſhments, as by the Lawes ol this Realme , oz by his Mateſttcs 
Pꝛerogatine Nopall can be inflicted vpon them.
